Cairo, March 29,— Shendy . has' been 
captured by the British, irnvlii^r li'ecn 
taken by surprise. The gunboats and a 
battalion of Egyptians aboard ascend- 
ed the Nile from .the. mouth of the Atiha 
river and arrived'at Shendy by dawn on 
Saturday. The gunboats shelled the 
forts and then the battalion was landed 
and attacked the town. Tlie attack was 
made by a ilauk movemout and the der- 
visli garrison was completely routed, the 
Kgyptians pursuing them for 20 miles. 

The capture of Shendy was a brilliant 
manoeuvje as the main body of the der- 
vishes which had advanced against the 
Anglo-Kgyiitian forces from Shendy, is 
now cut off from its base and its reserve 
depot is destroyed. 

The dervishes wliii advanced against 
the Anglii-lOgyiitiaii army are eiilreiieli- 
ed at 101 llilgi oil the .Vtibori river. They 
are suffering severely frdin lack of I'lmd 
ami are subsisting on palm nuts. The 
dc'struction of their supplies at Shendy 
will compel them to give battle for which 
the Anglo-Egyptian expedition has been 
eagerly awaiting. News of a chishing 
defeat of the dervishes is expected here 
hourly.

cents, but. lli<> roads are repidly becfuii 
ing worse and the talk is that cent;

Captain .Tohn Irvint,' telegraphs to the 
Colonist that the Stikiiie niver is all right 
and that people'ore going tip in fine 
shape. We make this matter as piihlic

tention to it. lieciinse the ("olnnist has 
from the lir-st advocated the use of the 
■Stiliine for winter transportation with 

liorses. This paper has maintained that, 
iiiib'ss conditioM.s were nltofrothor excei)- 
(ional. it wiinid be possible to (vpen and 
keep open diiriiij; the winter a roail on 
the ice over which goods and passengers 

' couid be safely transported to Telogrniih 
f,'ri'(d<. This idea bas been ridiculed in 
ceilain (|iiarters ;mil lias been an ohjert 
of attack from evi-ry enemy of \'icloria. 
'I'hc Colonist has also insisleil that a 
ftnod road could he made .'ind ki jil open 
between Telei^raph (!recl; and Lake Tcs- 
!iii, so that it woulil be iiiis>ilile diiiinL; 
the winter lo keeji up cniislaiil roniimini- 
<}a(ion lielwi-eii the iiioulli ol' the river 
.and the lake. The lacts slimv thai this 
vii-w was wholly correct. It is true tliiit 
f(U' a time in the early part of this month 
(M-en the niest sanguine believers in the 
I'l asibility of the proposcil plan feared 
lhal for this seasim it woiilil be imprac- 
ticable, but thi.s has proved not to he 
the case and to-day the only route into 
the Yukon valley is that ria the much 
i;ialigned Slikiue. To-day it is possible 
10 a 1)0.1 rd a sleigh and drive through 
lo Teslin Lake on a good snow road. 

The vindication of the Colonist's posi- 
tion in this matter i.s, however, a mat- 
ter of minor iniportiince, fm- it is of 
purely personal iiilorost whether or nor 
any. writer Is correct in the views he 
takcs/upon any particular subject. The 
vaiue of the dcnionstratod fact lies in 
the bearing it lias upon the future of the 
Yukon transpiirtatiun problem. One of 
Ihe objections taken to the construction 
of a railway from Glenora to Teslin 
Lake has been that the road would ho 
c ut ofl' from all coiineetion with the sea- 
board. This will no longer hold good. 
It is clear npw that unless the winter is 
<?xceptionaIls mild it will bo possible for 
a considernlde portion of the winter to 
Keep n snow road open ovit tlio ice. AVe 
submit also (bat lliere is reason to be- 
lieve that by pursuing the plan indicated 
'tu a recent ii"«ue of llio f'oloiilst, (hat i.s 
by working down from Glenora inaiead 

.rti: nv from the mouth i»£ the river, it will 



be possible to mnko a winter road that 
will be available for the greater part of 
the season. This stitrteihiljn^i^'Vm^ 
from some knowledge of the conditions 
under which (li(> snow rnuils i\:v lunur. 
If this view is correi'l. then during the 
season of navigation, thai is for seven 
n.ouths, ■ and doubtless for three 
months more, Glouora will he accessible 
from the sea coast. 

The fact that a good road has been 
opened over the snow from Telegraph 
Creek to , Teslin Lake supports another 
proposition advanced by this paper, 
I'.amely, that when the railway has been 
coiislnicted it will lie |iossihlo lo iiiaiii- 
tain connection down the lake and the 
Ilddtaliiuiua river to Yulcon points. AA'e 
lid iidt know how far down the Yukon 
river it would be possible lo keep such a 
ro.Til open during the winter, but 1:(>- 
lit^ve the only iincstion is as to food ami 
.-belter, and (hat if these are lu'ovided 
a stage line can be Itept going all winter 
to Dawson City. 

This Is a subject of very great impor- 
tance, or it will be of very great impor- 
t.iiice next winter jirovided tli(> railway 
is hnilt. !l will be of even gre;iler ini- 
poitaiico if the railway is not built. If 
riiero is to be a railway, private entcr- 
piise may be trusted to see (hat the nec- 
essary tran.<portat ion facilities are es- 
talilislud, lull if there is to lie no r;iil- 
way, it will he the duty of the Pominion 
govprnmeut to see to the establishment 
of shelters and depots oetween Ctlenorn 
and Teslin I,.ake and as iiiiieli further as 
is found feasible. In view of what has 
been demonstrated, it will he little short 
of crimiuiil if another season is allowed 
to pass without means of communication 
being established between the coast at 
AA'rangel and points on the Yukon river. 

THE KETTLE RIVBIl RAILWAY. 

• The Minister of Railways said In 

eoniinittee that, if Mr. Corbin gets his 
railway charter to build into Itdiindary 
Creek, he would jn'opose aa aniendinent 
that wmild make it inipdssihle for ore to 
be lakeii out (if the in'ovince for treat- 
iin iit. He intimated that this could take 
the form of an export duty, and he seems 
to have been nf the o[iinion that this and 
the iluty ini im])orts would he a pretty 
safe guarantee that triiile would noL be 
taken away from Canada by the pro- 
posed railway. It of course matters lit- 
tle to merchant?, manufacturers and 
farmers of Canada who carries what 
they have to sell into other parts of the 
Ooniiuion, although, other things being 
eijual, it is to the advantage of every 
<uie in Canada that Canadian transpor- 
tation lines shall hav(> (he carying trade 
of (he cduntry. IJnf wdien this is saiil all 
has not been said. Wo want the trade of 
tlie Boundary Creek country for British 
Columbia, and while it may be perfectly 
true that Eastern merchants can ship in 
their goods tu Hdundary Creek over .Vni- 
ericau lines, ]?ritish Columbia will be 
almost wholly cut off unless a competing 
line is built down from the North. 

We do no( dissent from Mr. Blair's 
proposition that there is no implied 
agreement (hat Ibies shall not be built 
finin the I'niteil States to compote with 
the Canadian racilic or any o(her do- 
inesde railway; but we take the position 
that when (.'anadian roads are reaching 
out for the trade of a district, it is right 
(hat they should not lie blocked by per- 
mission being extended to nn Aiiierieaii 
line to get first on the ground. Tlie Col- 
onist id not disjiosed to take a narrow 
view of railway competition. It realizes 
how very important competition may be 
to a community, but it is not so clear 
that the way to secure competition for 
the Boundai^ Creek country is to allow 
an American road to get In first. Wo 
have seen bow Mr. Corbin gol his bands 
upon the trallic of Itosslanil, Trail and 
I he country thereabouts and how dillieult 
it has been to secure a competing line, 
Only by the payment of a large subsidy 
was (he Dominion able to bring about 
till' construction of a line to recover a 
(lortion of the trade which has been div- 
erted by the road from Spokane. The 
country seems about to he placed in a 
very different iiosition as reganls Bound- 
ary Creek, There is an excellent chance 
(hat (Canadian roads will bo built this, 
year, and all that the majority of (he 
people of British Columbia asis Is that a 
railway having as direct a cdinmunira- 
liin as jiossible with r.rilish Cdhiniliia 
cities shall be given the preference o\er 
one that will be tributary and make the 
r.oiiiidary Creek district tributary chief- 
ly to Spokiine. 

Those persons wdio kiidW bdw the city 
jus( named sprang into new life after 
llie opening of the Trail Creek district, 
will appreciate what dur cities will lose 
if the Ir.ade id' '.he ni'W region is diverleil

The nest stoaraor from the north go- 
ing Ihriaigh to I'liget Sound is exi)ectO(l 
III liiive- ainoiig iter [las'seiigers Cioveriior 
llrady, of Alaska, who after ollieiiilly 
iiciiuaintiDg himself with tho condiuiuuij 
and necessities of Juncari, Dyea, Skag- 
way and AVrangel, is now to visit the 
national caiiital. The SL'o|)e and objecl 
of his mission an? disclosed in an inter- 
view given by him to the Skagw ay Xews 
during his stay in the place of its pub- 
lication. Of course tlie tirst ipiostiou 
asked liiin was: 

"Are the stilnoiis to he closed';" 

On this subject the chief c'.xeciitive 
of the district was not slow in answer- 
ing: 

••'rite siiloons will be closed," lie said, 
"if 1 am able to have it done. Not that 
that will sioii the sale and use of intoxi- 
cating liiiuor.s in tho district, hut the 
law must lie observed, and it is very 
certain that ■\vhiskoy canintt legally be 
sold iu Alaska. The olllcer.s to do this 
are I he juarshiil, jiv /seculing tittoracy 
r.iid the i-ollcclor; workitig logetlier they 
Clin close the saloDiis and if tliey have 
auv inllai-nce they will do so at once. 

'"'Of ciitu-se I know that Oie lifluor will 
continue to come in. Prohibition can- 
not be made a success here. I am in 
fiivor of high licouse luyself, and shall 
try to bring about a code of la-ws for 
Alaska wliich will allow the sale of 
lidiu)r, but keep it coulined to sis narrow- 
limits lis po.ssible. h'dur stiloons ■will 
be cuougli fur Skagwiiy and a ii!l,OOI> 
license would ri'dtice the number to that 
ligure. 'riieii the sale can be controlled 
iinil a very nice revenue be dcrlA'cd 
ffiitu llic licenses. 

"I came to this district as a missionary 
and 1 siietik from the standpoint of ouo 
wlu-n 1 say that higli license is tho only 
solution of our licpior prolilem. The 
breweries have been closed nlreiidy. One 
brewer down at Stnndaiu, with tears in 
liis eyes inipliiri-'d the inarslial to refrain 
from closing his biisinc'ss down. He said 
that everything he hiid in tho world was 
invested iu that brewery and it woiilil 
simiily f'liiu him if it was closed. The 
brewery will remain idle and Bi-ilisk 
Columbia liauor will be smngglod in to 
meet the demand. As long as tlie traf- 
lic must go ahead the government ought 
to get II revenue out of it Instead of 
Icltiug this foreign stuff come in tree." 

"Has your trip to the eaiiital any es- 
pecial signilicauceV was asked. 

"Yes. It has. I a'- going to try and 
elTect several - Alaska while I 

am iu Wasl .1. Pir.st, I ani going 
to maki! a strong elTort to get the gen- 
eral laud laws of the United States ex- 
tended to Alaska. Tbttt will roQUire a 
si tuple act, entailing less than a doxeu 
words, but very important to the peoiiie 
of the district. I consider that the 
imiKissibility to secure titles to hind in 
Ahiskii biis done more tbaii anytlniig else 
to retard its growth, hiiniediate help la 
that regard should he given. All 'h'- 
iiartments of bnsincss and cominereml 
development ore paralyzed and the wheels 
of justice clogged by the wont of land 

" "1^'shall trv, too, while in Washington 
to exiiose the many di'fccts of tlie pre- 
sent bill before Cougres.s and relatuig 
to Alaska, especially that proposing 
throe judges— one.. to sit at St. M choel s. 
one at Sitka and one at Circle City. 
Tlie first named place is n military re- 
servation, and the latter is aliuost de- 
serted now. Tho measure lias too many 
defects to enumerate. In my last re- 
port I recommended tho appoiiituiont of 
a commission viXw should sit in Alaska 
and with the help of the peoiile interest- 
ed arrange ii code of laws for the gov- 
ernment. , , , , , ,• 1 

'• VII fees of otlices should he nbolisli- 
ed. and nothing Init the salary system 
emploved here. Tho fee system is ex- 
tremely vicious, csiiecially wlieii appli- 
ed to tho judiciary. AVe should liy all 
means Imve a board of iiisiiectors for 
steam vessels in Alaska. Event.s of re- 
ci'iit months emidiasize that fact. Up 
on the Yukon there will soon he_a large 
lleet of steamboats none of which will 
ever be insiiectcd. . 

"\Ve need laws that will give us the 
right to govern ourselves. we need 
roads and schools. We cannot exiieet 
people to eonie here to make their hotiies 
entil thev can acquire titles to their 
homes, nor can \ye exiiect iieoiile to 
bring Iheir children here without scbnols 
and siiine sort of order. W liy 3 have 
lived here for twenty years, and have 
newer been able to get a legal toad frnn. 
tho sawmill to my house, a distiitid or 
lialf a mile. \Ve are getting a .I"'':;' ''■'^ 
„f men coming to Alaska, and if n\ e had 
■ L-iiiid eoile of laws niiinv of them would 
ni, doubt Slav hi'ie, and wo could soon 
,1,1 as California did-aiipl.v Cor admis- 
sion as ;i state. . , , 

••■l-iie Oregon people, Ks seiialors and 
rejireseiitatives, are to bbiine lor Ibe de- 
plorable condition in which we tiiul onr- 
selves. Tbey must have been asleep 
to have slighted this districl. wlien it_ 
was given the meagre laws it lias and to 
have lost the immense husmess it had 
from out- people. As an illustration of 
the absence of laws which we suiter
